If woool la made iraa ad tbat the Amari- 
eaii maaifaotarar can bay bii woola in 
all the markets of the world upon 
equal terms with hia foreign competi- 
tor, io that bo OM kaap hia ■Ilia 
at work in the production of those 
fabriaa which cannot be made out of 
▲nwiean woola alono, bo will aood all 
tho wool that can be raised ia America, 
and more than is now produced. And 
bo can manafacture on eqaal terma tbe 
goods that are now imported, so tbat the 
labor tbat is necessary for the manufac- 
ture of those eoo Is, the wool tbat is used 
therein, and tbe profit that is made 
thareon can be oars, instead of beini; for 
the benefit of the foreign manufacturer."
